Swedish railroads have al- 
ready ordered the manufacture of 
four motor railroad cars and one 
Diesel locomotive equipped with the 
new hydraulic drive.

SENATORS TO PLAN 
FIGHT IN CONGRESS 


Senator Edwards Declares Campaign 
for Modification Was “Not a Cam- 
paign for Booze, But An Effort for 
Temperance Unobserved Today.” 


Washington.—The battle cry of the 
anti-prohibitionists for a modified 
form of prohibition to correct the al- 
leged evils among the youth of today 
and save the morals of the coming 
generations was sounded by numerous 
speakers at the second annual “face 
the facts,” conference of the Asso- 
ciation against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment. 

Called to meet on what was des- 
cribed as a propitious day in view of 
the principles of liberty and selfcon- 
trol taught by George Washington, 
hundreds of delegates to the confer- 
ence heard a_ series of emphatic 
speeches in support of legislation for 


legalization of light wines and beer 


from members of both houses of Con- 
gress, the clergy, leaders of women’s 
clubs and others. 

Senator Edge, Republican, New 
Jersey, one of the recognized “wet” 
leaders in Congress, renewed at the 
association’s Washington Birthday 
banquet the vigorous attacks launch- 
ed during an afternoon session, at 
which Senator Edwards, Democrat, 
of the same state, was the principal 
speaker. 

Declaring the campaign of modifi- 
cationists was ‘not a campaign for 
booze, but rather a practical effort for 
temperance unobservable today,” Sen- 
ator Edwards said he would welcume 
a nation-wide referendum on modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act and amend- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment 
“to a point of common sens ; legaliz- 
ing of spirits and Nquors’ With all 
the safeguards that can practically 
be devised.” 

Senator Edge declared a referen- 
dum of this nature would “demon- 
strate to our law-making bodies the 
changed public opinion,” and should 
carry with it “a concrete proposition 
for relief so that citizens could vote 
intelligently for or against.” 

He advocated a plan modeled after 
the Canadian experiment and predict- 
ed an “overwhelming verdict for 
common sense, sanity and decency” 
if the law were put to such a test. He 
said he was hopeful that at hearings 
to be held by a Senate judiciary sub- 
committee constructive plans and 
suggestions “will be brought out 
which will make possible the adoption 
of some such definite and concrete 
plan.”

Hankow, China.—Eight Americans 
missionaries reached Hankow recent- 
ly from Sinyangchow, 125 miles north 
of Hankow, where a group of Ameri- 
cans had been under the fire of the 
contending Chinese armies.

BARRED IN REVENUE BILL 


Clanse Mysterfously Inserted By 
House and Senate Conferees; Cali- 
fornians Would Lose Even If Vic- 
terious in Litigation. 


Washington.—_California would be 
barred by statute from ever regaining 
refunds from its community property 
litigation, even if it were won event- 
ually, if the house and senate adopt 
a@ clause inserted rather mysteriously 
by the conferees on the tax Dill. 

The bill as reported by the confer- 
ees contains an amended section in- 
troduced by Senator Jones of Wash- 
ington to protect the other commun- 
ity property states from being asess- 
ed millions in additional taxes as a 
result of the Robbins case, lost by 
California in the supreme court. 

The Jones amendment merely states 
that when income taxes were paid by 
community property states on a com- 
munity property basis, with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Intern- 
al Revenue, the commissioner could 
not now turn about and assess the 


been overturned by the court. 
; conference committee rewrote the 
Jones amendment and added a sen- 
tence providing that any person pay- 
ing income taxes on a non-community 
property basis shall not be entitled 
to any refund on the ground that the 
tax should have been paid on a com- 
munity property basis. 

California congressmen who are 
lawyers say this sentence would be 
an effectual bar to any refunds to 
California taxpayers, even though the

Sir Jagadis Chandra Bose, the British 
plant physiologist, that plants have 
intelligence. 

Sir Jagadis is more than ever con- 
vinced that trees fall in love just as 
human beings do, as a result of his 
latest experiments. The intelligence 
of plants, he says, approaches the in- 
stinctive intelligence of the lower 
forms of animals. He bases his con- 
clusions on observation of the injec- 
tion of alcohol, chloroform, carbonic 
acid and other chemicals into living 
plants. He also has looked into ar- 
boreal amours on the spot. 

Trees apparently select other trees 
nearby as objects of affection, Sir 
Jagadis said in an interview. Trees 
thus smitten send out tendrils to en- 
fold the objects of their affection. 

By injections, Sir Jagadis said he 
was able to make a carrot drunk or 
to make {ft lose consciousness. Plant 
fibers really are muscles, he contends.

Raw Diamonds Not Costly 

Diamonds are sold at an average 
price of $16 a carat at the mines in 
South Africa, while purchasers pay 
from fifteen to twenty times as much 
for the cut gem in th’s country. The 
rarity of fine stones, an expert says, 
is but one factor in the high price. 
The great amount of high-grade labor 
expended to turn the raw stone into 
a finished gem is the main item. 

The cutting process involves the 
constant risk of spoiling the entire 
stone. A first step consists in cleay- 
ing the specimen with the grain and 
requires great care and skill. Small 
ends are recut into brilliants, while 
the gem itself is faceted on top and 
bottom. 

The next process involves the lap- 
ping of the remaining facets, which 
requires more time than the cutting and 
causes the stone to lose from one to 
two-thirds of its weight.—Popular Me- 
chanics.

VARIETY OF SANDWICHES 


Sandwiches are always in season 
and the housewife who can muke 


dainty, attractive 
and tasty sand- 
wiches’ will al- 


ways find someone 
to enjoy them. 
Puree of Sardine 
Sandwiches.— 
Drain the oil from 
one large can of 
sardines. Remove 
the skin and bones and pound the 
fish to a paste, rub through a puree 
strainer. To the puree add one 
fourth cupful of creamed butter, two 
finely-chopped hard cooked eggs; 
season with salt, pepper, worcester- 
shire sauce. Mix thoroughly and 


spread thinly-sliced bread with 
mayonnaise and an equal number with 
the sardine mixture. Put together in 
pairs with a crisp leaf of lettuce be- 
tween. Cut the sandwiches into three 
strips, lengthwise of the sandwiches. 

Melba Sandwiches.—Chop the meat 
from three dozen large queen olives. 
Add one cupful of finely-chopped pe- 
can meats. Moisten with mayonnaise 
dressing, Spread thin slices of graham 
bread with green pepper butter and 
the same number with the olive mix- 
ture; put together In pairs, trim off 
the crusts and cut into triangles. Serve 
with salad or oyster cocktails. 

Halibut Sandwiches.—Finely chop 
one pound of cold cooked halibut; 
add a few drops of onion juice, two 
teaspoonfuls of lemon, juice, one-half 
teaspoonful of paprika, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a few grains of cay- 
enne; fold in one-fourth of a cupful of 
heavy cream that has been beaten 
until stiff, add the whites of three 
eggs beaten stiff. Turn the mixture 
into a small buttered, brick-shaped 
mold and cook in water in a moderate 
oven. Chill, remove from the mold 
and cut into slices. Spread thinly- 
sliced buttered bread with mayon- 
naise, add a slice of the filling and 
put together with another slice of but- 
tered bread. Cut into any desired 
shape. 

Quick Relish.—Take one-half dozen 
large sour pickles, two cupfuls of cab- 
bage, one-fourth cupful of vinegar, 
two small onions, one can of pimen- 

| toes and three-fourths cupful of 


sugar. Put the vegetables through the |* 


meat chopper and add salt to season, 
Sugar and vinegar. 
‘ Food for the Family. 

During the winter months when 
green things (unless one has canned 
them from one’s 
own garden in 
summer) are 
scarce and hig 
in price, it is 
pleasure to open 
a can of tender 
string beans, or 
sweet green peas 
for the main meal of the day. 

String Bean Supper Dish.—Open a 
can or string beans and pour off the 
Nquor—save this to add to a dish of 
chop suey, for another meal. The 
liquor from canned foods is so often 
thrown away that a word to the wise 
will be sufficient. There is much food 
value in the liquor in canned foods, 
even those canned outside the home, 
so every bit should be saved. If you 
have a delicate child be sure to save 
carrot Iiquor when cooking carrots; 
chill and give it for a drink. If any of 
the water of cooked green peas is 
to be poured off—save it to add to a 
white sauce or soup. Put the beans 
into a hot frying pan with just 
enough butter to season and_ serve 
them piping hot with sliced cold meat 
—nice for a luncheon dish. 

Frozen Tomato Salad.—Put two 
quarts of tomatoes through a sieve, 
add one cupful of chopped celery, one 
cupful of chopped cucumber, and one 
large green pepper’ shredded fine; 
season with a tablespoonful each of 
salt and sugar, one teaspoonful of 
paprika, four tablespoonfuls of finely 
chopped onion, one and one-half cup- 
fuls of salad dressing and one and 
one-half cupfuls of whipped cream. 
Mix well and pour into a mold or 
freezer; stir occasionally or pack in 
ice and salt. Serve on lettuce with 
a spoonful of salad on top. 

Squaw Corn.—This is a dish which 
is hard to equal when fresh corn is 
in season; however, it is good with 
canned corn, Cut into dice five or six 
slices of bacon and fry until crisp and 
brown, pour out some of the fat if too 
much, then add one can of corn, or 
two cupfuls fresh from the cob. Cook 
well, and just before serving, stir in 
three or four fresh eggs. Cook until 
the eggs are well set. | ; pa 

Quick Raisin Bread.—This will make 
a nice sandwich bread to give the kid- 
dies for their luncheons: Take one 
and one-half cupfuls of flour, one and 
one-half cupfuls of whole wheat flour, 
one teaspoonful of salt, four teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one-fourth cup- 
ful of sugar, one egg, one and one-half 
cupfuls of milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
shortening melted, and one cupful of 
seeded raisins. Mix and bake one 
and one-half hours. This makes o} 
good-sized loaf. oes 


Wie 
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Pirate and Socialist 

C4?t. CHARLES BELLAMY was a 

man of socialistic views who put 
In practice his belief, that all wealth 
should be equally divided, by engaging 
in piracy. He began his career as a 
wrecker in the West Indies, but find- 
ing that this means of amassing 
wealth was a slow ore, he turned to 
piracy on the high seas. Associated 
with him was another young man, 
named Paul Williams, who held similar 
views and similar desires, 

They obtained a ship—history does 
not record by what means—and began 
plundering shipping along the New 
England and Carolina coasts with an 
occasional cruise off Newfoundland 
when the weather and the pursuit by 
the forces of the law became too hot. 
Bellamy considered himself a natural 
orator and never passed up an op- 
portunity to exhibit his gifts, especial- 
ly when there was the added opportu- 
nity of expounding his socialistic 
views. 

Upon one occasion he captured a 
sloop and when Its commander, Cap- 
tain Beer, pleaded for its return after 
{ts cargo had been seized by the 
pirates, Bellamy harangued him as fol- 
lows: 

“Iam sorry that you can’t have your 
sloop again, for I scorn to do anyone 
any mischief—when It 1s not to my’ ad-- 
vantage—though you ure a sneaking 
puppy, and so are all those who will 
submit to be governed by laws which 
tich men have made for their own 
security, for the cowardly whelps have 
not the courage to defend otherwise 
what they get by their knavery. But 
d—n ye altogether for a pack of crafty 
rascals, and you, who serve them, for 
a parcel of hen-hearted numbskulls! 
They vilify us, the scoundrels do, 
when there fs the only difference that 
they rob the poor under the cover of 
the law, forsooth, and we plunder the 
rich under the protection of our own 
courage. Had you not better make one 
of us than sneak after these villians 
for employment?” 

Bellamy gathered around him a 
whole fleet of pirate ships, the flag- 
ship of which was his own vessel, the 
Whidnaw. 'The end of his piracy came 
when he seized the whaling ship, 
Mary Anne, whose captain brought 
about Bellamy’s downfall. The ptrate 
leader, knowing that the whaler’s cap- 
tain knew the coast well, made him 
pilot for the fleet. So the crafty cap- 
tain took advantage of his oppor- 
tunity and ran the Whidnaw on a 
sandbank off Eastman, Mass., one dark 
night. The remainder of the fleet fol- 
lowed the Whidnaw’s stern light on 
the rocks and all of “them were 
wrecked. Only seven of the pirates 
were saved and they were saved only 
to be hanged in Boston in 1726. 


“Bad Luck’? Burgess’ Career 
UST why Capt. Samuel South Bur- 
gess should have “gone on account” 

is difficult to understand. A native 
of New York, he was a man of educa- 
tion, social position and some wealth. 
But in the school of legalized priva- 
teering in the West Indies he first 
learned his lesson of violence which 
sent him eventually out under the 
Jolly Roger. Then, too, his employer, 
a New York shipbuilder and owner, 
hired him to trade with the pirates in 
Madagascar, and in that occupation it 
was easy enough for him to do some 
freebooting on his own account. 

He disposed of several prize ships 
in the West Indies and then returned 
to New York to give an accounting to 
his employer. At Sandy Hook he pur- 
posely wrecked his vessel and landed 
as an honest shipwrecked sallor. His 
employer, Phillips by name, evidently 
still held him in high regard for Bur- 
gess settled down for awhile, married 
a relative of Phillips, and a short time 
later was sent out on two more voy- 
ages which he conducted honestly 
enough and profitably to them both. 

A later voyage came near proving 
his undoing. He had_ been trading 
with the pirates in Madagascar and 
was returning home with several of 
them as passengers when his ship was 
captured by an East Indiaman off of 
the Cape of Good Hope and taken to 
Madras. The captain and his com- 
Panions were put in frons and sent to 
England for trial. Burgess, however, 
was freed, but instead of leaving the 
country lingered around London. 
There he fell in with an old pirate 
comrade who betrayed him and again 
he was put on trial. He was con- 
demned to death, but at the last mo- 
ment was pardoned.by the queen. 

Then he shipped as mate of a Scotch 
vessel, the Neptune, and soon after- 
wards was a ringleader in a mutiny. 
The mutineers refitted the .Neptune 
and embarked upon a career of plun- 
dering which proved very successful. 
Finally Burgess decided to retire from 
Piracy and settled in Madagascar. 

But he took to the sea‘again and 
bad fortune persistently followed him 
until “Burgess’ Bad Luck” becamé al- 
most proverbial. While serving under 
one pirate captain, he was accused of 
‘betraying some of his comrades, and 
all of his savings taken away from 
him. Qn another voyage he was cap- 
tured by Dutch pirates. who in turn 
were captured by some French cor- 
sairs who marooned Burgess and his 
mates on the east coast of Africa. At 
Youngoul Burgess shipped as: third 
mate on a vessel bound for the West 
Indies. Then came the climax of his 
unfortunate career. He was sent as 
ambassador to a local king whom he 
had once offended. So the monarqh 
gave him some poisoned liquor ard 
the gallows was cheated again.
